W e all have little beliefs and 
big beliefs 
Among our smaller 
beliefs is that the bus that takes 
us lo school or work, or the train 
or our father or neighbor who 
drives us w ill be ready to take 
os when we expect them, and 
that we w ill arrive on tune. Now 
it may he that owing to a break­ 
down somewhere 
this 
will not 
come to pass, and we m ay have 
to look for ether means of trans­ 
portation or walk or possibly not 
be able to go to school that day. 
It w ill not make too much differ­ 
ence if that ta the case 
It will 
interrupt our day s routine, but 
we m ay even welcome it as a 
change. 
Bu t suppose we have a big be­ 
lief— that our parents are honest, 
trustw orthy people and that they 
love us and will take care o f us 
W hat if that belief is shattered 
by their actions? Our lives might 
be ruined, certainly our happiness 
would be. That is a belief that 
m atters! 
The last two verses o f the twen­ 
tieth chapter of John are about 
the Risen Jesus proving to Thom­ 
as that He was Indeed Jesus, risen 
from the dead. No doubt Thomas 
wanted to believe that his Lord 
was with him again, but he need­ 
ed proof, or thought he did. And 
Jesus had satisfied him that it 
was Indeed He, by allowing him 
to touch His wounds. John tells 
us, "A nd many other signs tru ly 
did Jesus In the presence of His 
disciples, which are not w ritten 
in this book: 
“ B u t these are written, that ye 
m ight believe that Jesus is the 
Christ, the son of God; and that 
believing 
ye 
might have 
life 
through H is name.” W e can have 


rn "big belief" in Jesus, who never 
disappoints us. 
P»ol Visits Philippi 
In the 16th chapter of Arts we 
are told of the visit of Paul and 
Timothy to the city of Philippi*^ 


that "chief city of Macedonia.'* 
On the Sabbath the two men went 
outside the city to the river bank 
where the Jew s went to pray. 
and they sat down and talked to 
the women who were there. 
Among these 
women 
was a 
business woman 
who 
sold the 
purple cloth worn only by royalty 
or people of high rank 
She w or­ 
shipped 
God 
and 
she 
listened 
earnestly to what Paul had to 
say. 
A fter the talk Lydia w as 
baptised and all her household 
with her. 
Then she offered the 
hospitality of her home to the 
two missionaries, saying gracious­ 
ly, " I f ye have judged me to be 
faithful to the Lord, come into 
my house, and abide there.** None 
of the Christian missionaries were 
wealthy men. and they had to de­ 
pend upon the generosity of their 
fellow Christiana for food and 
housing, to that this Invitation 
to stay in L y d ia * comfortable 
home while they were teaching, 
must have been very welcome. 
Lydia a C hristianity certainly was 
one of works as well as of beUSC*. 
In hts first letter to Tim othy 
in A D 64. Paul tells him. 'T a k e 
heed unto thyself, and unto the 
doctrine, continue in them: for 
in doing this thou shalt both save 
thyself, and them that hear thee.'* 
To be firm in their faith ta aa 
necessary for leaders In It as to 
lead the sort of life that goes 
with the Christian belief. 
John expresses this in his first 
epistle. "Behold, what manner of 
love the Father hath bestowed 
upon us. that we should be called 
the sons of God. therefore the 
world knoweth us not, because It 
knew' Him not. 
"Beloved, now are we the sofia 
of God. and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be: but we know 
that, we shall be Uke H im ; for 
we shall see Him as He ta. 
"A nd every n..in that hath this 
hope In 
him purlfleth himself, 
even as He la pure. 
"W hosoever 
commute th 
a I n M 
transgress?th also the law ; for 
aln I* the transgression of the 
law. 
"And ye know that He was 
manifested to take away our 
sins: and in Him ta no sin." 
Is It not of infinite importance 
that children should be early 
taught the Importance of these 
things, so that they may strive 
earnestly all their Uves, not only 
to be true to their faith, but to 
manifest that faith In good liv­ 
ing?
